Austrian Jews have not yet 
received personal restitution, | 
I wish to point out that the 
great majority of Greek jews) 

particularly those origin- 
ating from the island of Corfu, | 
have not only received no- 
‘thing. but have been formally | 
informed that they will not 
get anything even in the 
future ! 

To illustrate, here is my 
case; At the age of 40 in 
1944), I was deported to 
Auschwitz from Corfu with my 
‘wife and child, and after ter- 
rible suffering was freed in 
1945 after having lost all my 
family. I remarried a survivor | 
of the same concentration | 
camp and we settled in Israel 
in 1946. 

I suffer from a disability | 
which. with time, has reached 
the point where, since 1952, 1 
am no longer able to do any 
work. I am now entirely de- 
pendent on my wife who must 
support me, though she too is) 
not well.
